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All the eleven cases that they observed had been bitten by ticks, and 
Wilson and Chownlng bcllovo tills insect ts tho means of transmitting tho 
disease. This tick becomes actlvo about tho timo tho first cases of “spotted 
fever ” appear, and remains actlvo about tho samo time. They aro Inclined 
to tho view that tho gopher is the host of this paraslto among tho lower 
animals and that (ho diseaso is transmitted from this animal to man by tho 
tick. 
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Lung Complications In Appendicitis.— Sonne niurg (Oeniralblaft/Qr 
Chir. t 1902, No, 2G) states that his experience with eases of perityphlitis 
shows that the greater number of cases in which there are lung complications 
originate from emboli; Gusscnbauer lias had a similar experience. In the 
hospital at Moablt, out of 740 cases 28 had some lung complication, and of 
theso 14 were cases of thrombosis; and In the private clinic out of 260 cases 
19 had some lung complication. In the causation of this complication the 
anesthetic plays an entirely subordinate part, Practically every caso of 
perityphlitis has a thrombus, whether pus Is present or not. If, In the 
course of the operation, the thrombus is broken up emboli may make their 
way into the general circulation. It Is certain that these originate in the 
portal system, probably from the region of (he vena cava. The pelvic veins 
arc situated close to the veins of the extremities, and in many cases tho usual 
symptoms, such as pain, (edema, etc., are not present. Septic emboli may 
appear Immediately after the operation or as late as the eighth day; as a rule 
they are accompanied by a more or leas great rise In tho temperature. The 
proper and early diagnosis of lung emboli is of the utmost importance so 
that a proper treatment may be carried out. 

The Covering of the Amputation Stump with the Tendo Achilles.— 
WlLMfl {Oentralblalt Ji\r Chlr. t 1902, No. 24) stale* that although Bier has 
reported satisfactory results from his osleoplaslio method of covering In the 
amputation surface, still the alldmporlant question of slump formation and 
treatment is still open to discussion. The author states that he has had good 
result* in amputations of the log by covering in the end of the tibia with 
the tendo Achilles. Experience with the method of Bier has shown that 
It is not always possible to strengthen or render hypertrophic the under aur» 
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face of the skin by appropriate massage or exercise. In the majority of 
cases atrophy from pressure is the result. The author performs the amputa¬ 
tion in the usual way, except that the tendon is carried over theetump and 
swerved to the Interior surface of the tibia. The one case In which this 
method was used was a complete success in every way. 

The Treatment of Syphilis by the Injection of Yellow Oxide of Mercory. 
—Loison (Archive* de Mid. d de Pham. MilHaim, 1002, No. 1) states that 
the principal advantages of this method are ; 1. The exclusion of all deceit 
upon the part of the patient In the application of the treatment. 2. It 
permits of exact dosage. 3. The avoldanco of Irritation of the Intestinal 
canal. L The skin and linen of the patient are not soiled, as happens when 
inunctions are used. 6. The therapeutic results are rapid and effectual. 

Spinal Anaesthesia with Tropa-cocalne.— Nhuoehader (Wiener Min. 
IIbrA., No. 50-62, 1901, abstracted in OentralbhU fQr Chir,, 1902, No. 31) 
states that Schwartz has reported very satisfactory results with this drug In 
doses of 0.26 c.cm,; Bier has had a similar experience. The solution should 
be freshly prepared each time. The instruments should not be laid In 
carbolic solution before use, for in two cases in which tills waa done poison¬ 
ing resulted. Anrcstheala usually begins at the end of a minute, and appears 
first in the perineum, then the genitalia, the posterior portion of the thigh, 
tlio feet, (ho legs, and finally in the inguinal and abdominal regions. In the 
lower extremities one may be sure of absolute amesthesia of the akin Incisions, 
and almost always of the deeper tissues and bones. The serosa remained pain¬ 
ful In a Basslnl operation and also In an extirpation of the rectum. The 
amesthesia remained longer In many cases In operations on the extremities 
In the leg which was full of blood than In the other one In which the circu¬ 
lation was normal. In 39 cases a 0.005 c.cm. solution was used with success, 
and in 18 cases 0.000 c.cm. The stronger solution undoubtedly gives a longer 
period of amesthesia. The author Btntes, in conclusion, that a freshly pre¬ 
pared dose of 0.05 or 0.06 c.cm. of tropa-cocaine is an absolutely sure and 
harmless method of inducing amesthesia of the lower extremities, perineum, 
and neighboiing regions. 

The Surgical Treatment of Diseases of the Lungs.— Ghrula nos 
(Ikuttchc Aente Zdlung, 1902, Nos. 9 and 10, abstracted in Ceniralblalt Jiir 
Chir., No. 30,1902) states that the great thing to be avoided in all lung opera¬ 
tions is pneumothorax. Either ono of two methods may be employed j 1. Wall 
off with tampons the parts surrounding tho field of operation. 2. Bring the 
area of disenso out through tho incision, and then suture the surrounding 
region to the parietal pleura. All other methods of promoting artificial 
Adhesion are timo-wasting as well as uncertain. Tho incision into tho lung 
itself is not dangerous; the dnnger of bleeding never great, and can always 
bo controlled by tampons, for tho blood pressuro hero influences only about 
ono third of tho arteries. Tho separation of the tissues must not be done 
with knife or scissors, for tho thermocautery cannot he used to stop bleed¬ 
ing from Hie larger vessels. Tho chances for tho healing up of cavities nro 
better when they nro situated in tho under portion than when they are in the
